PREFATORY NOTE. 


The Hand-Gazetteer of India is based on the Index to 
Constable’s Hand-Atlas of India wliich contains nearly 12,000 
place-names, and includes all mentioned in the Imperial 
Gazetteer of India. To these have been added very largely 
from the Provincial Gazetteers, the Census Reports (ISHl), 
and the Postal Directories. The additions from all sources bring 
the number of entries to close upon 20,000. 

Though the details are necessarily of the briefest natifre, 
they indicate the position of each place, and the populations 
of districts, towns, and villages so far as available. The work 
is designed as a much needed general reference book to the 
topography of India, embpdyiitg the substance of many extensive 
works in one handy volume.'ltlsTfrus adapted as a companion 
to the Hand-Atlas, and to every good map of India. 

The question of spelling is still a difficulty with Indian place- 
names, and the general principles of the system followed in 
the Imperial Gazetteer have been adojded, whilst the spellings 
approved by Government have been usually given. Long vowels 
are generally indicated, but as these are not marked in Govern- 
ment publications, the marks are not always re])oated. 
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
